That’s what makes running a paper such 
fun. And I have definitely had fun here.

Take 1931 in the U.S. of A. 

No, don’t. 

The average weekly wage of all citizens 
was $17. (Down from $28 in 1929.) 

1616 banks and 20,000 business firms 
became bankrupt. 

Industrial production was one-third of 
1929s. 

The Dow Jones average dropped to 
44.22. 

Thirty-four million Americans had no 
income at all. (There were only 123 million of 
us at the time.) 

Veterans staged a bonus march. 

Angry demonstrators charged industrial 
sites. (Thirty thousand men, women and 
children demonstrated at Ford in Dearborn, 
MI. Police tried to break it up. Result: 4 dead 
and 100 wounded.) 

No wonder 21.000 suicides were report¬ 
ed nationwide. 

My own memory of the year (I was 12- 
13) centers on the hobo Jungle in our railroad 


division point, Mitchell, South Dakota. (Col¬ 
lege town of 10,000, home of the world’s 
only corn palace-made famous by Wild Bill 
Hickock, Calamity Jane and Guzon Borglum’s 
Mt. Rushmore memorial.) 

Thousands of men rode the rails through 
town looking for a bit of a job in some har¬ 
vest field, and filling the encampment, termed 
"the jungle" by the locals. 

(There was a bumper crop that year-but 
almost worthless.) 

Many who stopped at our house for a 
bite of food wore silk shirts, suit pants, even 
two-tone Oxfords-completely out of character 
for harvesting, and all much worse for the 
wear. 

Dad had a job, not great, but regular. 
And we had a large garden, which was very 
accessible. We had a lot of visitors. 

Mom always said that so far as she 
remembered, few if any helped themselves to 
the plentiful tomatoes, corn, etc. without 
asking, even during dark hours. 

Apparently, lots of things have changed.

There 
isn’t space to list them all but here are a few 
to whet your bookish appetites. 

5000 Nations by Alvin Josephy is a 
beautifully illustrated history of the North 
American Indians. World Impressionism pres¬ 
ents for the first time in a single volume the 
art of the impressionists of the world. The 
new Fodor travel guides have started coming 
in: so far we have Germany, Spain, Italy, 
Europe, Great Britain, France, California, 
Arizona, Canada, and Switzerland. There’s a 
wonderful new history, The American West by 
Dee Brown, focusing on the struggles of and 
between the Native Americans, the settlers 
and the ranchers. 


Three excellent biographies are: Franco 
by Paul Preston, the story of the ruler of 
Spain, Europe’s most tenacious and successful 
dictator; Stanwyck by Axel Madsen, a portrait 
of that fascinating and notoriously private star 
who electrified the movie screens for six 
decades; and Saint-Exupery by Stacy Schiff, 
the story of the author of The Little Prince , an 
enchanting and complex man. 

Angels are big these days and three new 
books treat the subject in very different as¬ 
pects. Angels, Ministers of Grace by Geddes 
MacGregor discusses angels in several cul¬ 
tures and argues for their reinstatement in 
theology. Angels and Awakenings , edited by 
M. Cameron Grey, presents "angels, mira¬ 
cles, and unexpected glimpses into Heaven 
from this century’s finest authors." Angels in 
Our Midst from the editors of Guideposts is a 
collection of encounters with heavenly mes¬ 
sengers from the Bible to Helen Steiner Rice 
and Billy Graham. 

As I mentioned before, this is just a 
sampling. To sample the rest, visit your 
favorite public library and check them out.

Holiday mailing tips offered 
by Sierra Madre postmaster 


Sierra Madre Post¬ 
master John Sheridan 
says wrapping a parcel 
for the holidays securely 
will protect it from 
damage during handling 
and a clearly marked 
address will make sure 
it arrives on time. 


"December is our 
busiest time of the year, 
especially with custom¬ 
ers mailing parcels," 
said Sheridan, who 
encourages those plan¬ 
ning to ship parcel post 
domestically to mail 
packages by Dec. 10. 
After that date the 
postmaster suggests 
using Priority Mail 
service to ensure deliv¬ 
ery before the holiday, 
and for those last-min¬ 
ute shoppers, packages 
can even be sent over¬ 
night via Express Mail 
to most U.S. cities as 


late as Christmas Eve. 

Another time-saver is 
ordering stamps by mail 
or phone and have them 
delivered right to your 
home. Stamps by Mail 
order forms are avail¬ 
able from your letter 
carrier or at the post 
office. The toll-free 
number for Stamps by 
Phone is 1-800-STAM- 
P24. Visa, Discover, or 
Mastercard is accepted 
when ordering stamps 
by phone. 

"Customers can help 
us deliver all their 
Christmas wishes on 
time by following a few 
simple guidelines," said 
Sheridan, offering the 
following tips:

• Use reinforced tape- 
DON’T use twine and 
cord; they tend to catch 
and bind in mail pro¬ 
cessing equipment. 


• Select a container 
strong enough to protect 
the contents during 
handling. Fiberboard 
containers are generally 


• Leave space inside 
the carton for cushion¬ 
ing. The container 
should have enough 
space to hold the con¬ 
tents plus cushioning to 
prevent damage. Leak- 
proof containers and 
mailing materials should 
be used if shipping 
liquids. Items which 
have an odor should be 
placed in a container 
which is impermeable to 
the contents. 

• Prevent contents 
from shifting and ab¬ 
sorbing shock by using 
good cushioning materi¬ 
als such as polystyrene, 
shredded or rolled 
newspaper, bubble 


• Mark the address and 
ZIP Code clearly and 
make special markings 
to alert the Postal Ser¬ 
vice to packages that are 
fragile or should not 
bend.

Yes, 
toads for your garden. 

Did you know that one 
load (unless he is 
vatching his 
cholesterol) can 
consume tens of 
thousands of insects in a 
single year? That’s three 
times his (or her) own 
weight in bugs every 
day! So if you had a 
toad or two living in 
your vegetable garden 
you would never have 
to use any pesticides!

toads are maintenance 
free; they are harmless

However, he failed to 
consider the manner in 
which these men and 
women die. "When was 


the last time a roofer 
was killed by a bullet 
fired from a criminal’s 
weapon? When was the 
last time a roofer was 
killed protecting your 
families or while re¬ 
sponding to your calls 
for help? Roofers die in 
accidents or because of 
unsafe conditions, not 
while performing their 
sworn duty to protect 
lives and uphold the 
law. 

As a council member, 
Mr. Margett also voted 
no to a scheduled pro¬ 
posal that would put 
MORE POLICE offi¬ 
cers on the street. Re¬ 
member the name—Bob 
Margett. He has indict¬ 
ed that he may run for a 
vacant State Assembly 
seat—specifically, the 
seat that may be vacated 
by Assemblyman Dick 
Mountjoy.
